I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  yeen  .19455  vRiich  has  been  drawn  up  on  the  lines 
indicated  in  Circulan  2^/46  (\/ales)  issued  by  the  V/elsh  Board 
of  Health.

Geographically  situated  a^t  the  northern 
entrance,  or  ga,tcvi/a.y  at  the  head  of  the  S.iTho\-^r  Valley,  a'ad  lying 
on  either  side  of  the  river  Howy,  almost  a.t  its  source,  the 
district  has  an  altitude  of  between  8OO  foot  a,bove  sea.  level  at 
Bodwellty  Pits  Village  on  the  southern  extremity,  to  1,350  feet 
at  Trevil  Que.rTies  '^■ho  north.

Passirg  frcm  a period  of  over  six  years  of  war  to  peace, 
happily  without  the  least  semblpncQ  of  an  attendant  aftermath  of 
pestilence,  and  disease  so  usual  at  such  times  in  past  history,  and 
not  altogether  unexpected  on  this  occasion 5 the  year  passed  udthout 
unusual  or  excessive  mortality  from  any  ca,use,  noitlier  v/as  the 
district  visited  by  any  widespread  epidemic  of  virulent  disease, • 
tlianks  very  largely  to- the  precautions ' taken  nationally’ hie  this  '

The  total  quantity  of  v/ater  dra.wn  during  the  year  amounted  to 
466,2639900  gallons,  of  v/hich  1255l9ip6oo  gallons  were  delivered 
in  bulk  to  the  Bedwellty  Urban  District  and  1,260,495  gallons 
to  the  Ehyuney  Urban  District. 

The  Sirhowy  and  Dukestovm  portion  of  the  Area  vi/as,  as 
hitherto,  supplied  by  the  Ebbw  Va.le  UoD.  Council.  This  water 
is  known  to  have  pluabo-solvent  a.cticn,  and  lea.d  service  pipes 
from  the  matins  are  prohibited.

Typhoid  Fever

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever 

The  one  case  hotified,  made  a good  recovery 
This  is  gratifying,  when  it  is  rembered  that  in  the  early  war 
years  a number  of  deaths  occurred  from  this  disease* 

Scarlet  Fever 

In  reverse  to  the  decrease  in  the  case-rate 
recorded  for  the  country,  an  appreciable  hicrease  is  shown 
in  this  disease,  - endemic  to  the  district,  v^hich  however,  was 
mainiy  of  a mild  type,  occur-ring  sporadically  over  the  whole 
area,  the  numbers  being  heaviest  toward  the  latter  part  of  the 
year.  Happily,  no  deaths  were  attributable  to  this  cause. 

Uhoopiijg  Gougli 

Although  the  incidence  was  somevi/hat  higher 
than  the  previous  year,  as  likewise  it  is  in  comparison  to 
the  figures  for  England  and  Wlaes  ^ fortunately  the  mortality 
wen  nil,  as  against  two  deaths  for  1944. 
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Measles 


This  highly  dangerous 5 though  preventable j child 
disease  was  experienced  in  epidemic  form^  and  vt/as  responsible 
for  tV'/o  deaths  (one  male  and  one  female j aged  seventeen  months 
and  six  months,  respectively).  Rising  sharply  in  the  second 
quarter  of  the  year,  when  85  pe^^  cent  cf  the  total  notifications 
were  received,  falling  off  ag'ain  during  the  third  quarter,  and 
completely  disappear ii]g  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Erysipelas  and  Pneumonia. 


The  prevalence  of  Erysipelas  shov/a  a decrease,  whilst 
Pneumonia  notifications  were  higher  than  the  figures  for  1944. 
Tliere  was  also  an  increase  of  two  in  the  total  number  of  deaths 
attributable  to  Pneureonia  (two  of  the  eleven  deaths  recorded 
being  infants  under  one  year)  . 

Diphtheria 

It  is  highl;^'  satisfactory  to  repoi^  a further  substantial 
fall  in  the  number  of  notifications  cf  thia/nisease , the  three 
confirmed  cases  being  the  lowest  number  on  record.  Gratifying 
a.lso  is  the  fact  that  there  v^ere  no  deaths.  Thosa  most  pleasing, 
features  are  doubtless,  to  a very  large,  measure,  due  to  the 
intensified  ifn:iunisdtion  caiiipaign  carried  out  during  recent  years. 

The  regular  weekl^^  sessions  for  such  treatment  were 
continued  throughout  the  year.  Since  the  inauguration  of  the 
Council's  Scheme  in  this  matter,  the  numbers  of  children  receiv:ing 
a full  course  of  immunisation  treatment',v/ere  s-
